in the City of Lansing, for a consideration 
of $5,000.00, in money and the conveyance 
to the city by warranty deed of the Olds 
Motor Works of certain other property de- 
scribed as commencing one rod north of 
the southeast corner of the intersection of 


Townsend Street and Olds Avenue; thence 
east eight rods; thence north one and one- 
half rods; thence east to the west bank of 
the Grand River; thence southerly along 
the west bank of Grand River to a point 
821% feet north of the center of Elm 
Street; thence west to the east line of 
Townsend Street; thence north to point of 
beginning, excepting therefrom a parcel in

CHARTER AMENDMENT 


Authorizing Pensions for Water and Elec- 
tric Board Employees

ing, sometimes known as the Board of 
Water and Electric Light Commissioners, 
be amended by adding thereto a new sec- 
tion to stand and be known as 806-a, which 
said section shall read as follows: 


‘Section 306-a. The Board may provide 
for the pensioning of any employee of said 
board ‘or the widow or dependent of such 
employee,’ was 7314 votes, of which 4952 
votes were cast in favor of the proposition 
and 2362 votes were cast against the prop- 
osition.
